ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 8.—An 
Ethiopian official said today the 
Italian army of the northern front 
was suffering wholesale deser¬ 
tions of its native soldiers. 

"Information received from the 
North shows that Ethiopians serv¬ 
ing in the Italian army are de¬ 
serting en masse,” the official 
asserted. 

Use Machine Guns 

"Fifty armed Eritreans under 
the command of an important 
chief, arrived at Makale, south of 
Aduwa, with Italian machine 
guns. In the same region 200 
armed Eritreans surrendered to 
authorities.” 

Ethiopian warriors, meanwhile, 
massed in the hills south of 
Aduwa, confronting the northern 
Fascist front. 

Whether the great concentra¬ 
tion augured the first major 
pitched battle of the six-day cam¬ 
paign or whether the Ethiopians 
would decide upon harrying tac¬ 
tics was unknown. 

Wild scenes occurred at the 
Addis Ababa railroad station 
when American women and 
children and other foreigners 
attempted to board the train 
today for Djibouti, French So¬ 
maliland. 

Hundreds of persons, fearing 
Italian air raids on the capital, 
cluttered the station with bag¬ 
gage and clamored for tickets. 
Many were turned back because 
of the scarcity of accomodations. 

A French director of the rail¬ 
road detached the locomotive from 
today's train and refused to per¬ 
mit it to move until the entire 
platform of the station was 
cleared. 

Crowd Starts Bedlam 

His action led to a bedlam 
which was accentuated when de¬ 
parting Italian consuls from 
Dessye and Debra Markos quar¬ 
reled with customs officials over 
the examination of their bag¬ 
gage. 

After a half hour delay, the 
train finally pulled out. 

Americans and other foreigners 
in Addis Ababa expressed amaze¬ 
ment at sensational reports pub¬ 
lished abroad of disturbances in 
the capital, where all has been 
tranquil and orderly. 

Foreigners have been treated in 
kindly fashion, and Americans

MOVE IS INTERPRETED 


Action Seen As Effort 
To 'Take The Rap’ For 
Companion, Andres 

Russell Stambaugh, on trial with 
Eugene Andres for the holdup and 
$3000 robbery of Harry Wineberg, 
assistant manager of the J. C. 
Penney Company store, changed 
his plea of not guilty today and 
pleaded guilty before Judge G. K. 
Scovel in department 2, superior 
court, to a charge of first degree 
robbery. 

Los Angeles police who have 
been working for two years on 
robberies attributed to Stambaugh 
and his gang declare that the 
change in plea is an effort on the 
part of Stambaugh to “take the 
rap” for Andres who is said to be 
wanted on suspi ion of a long list 
of crimes, including murder. 

Stambaugh Sentenced 

Immediately after changing his 
plea, Stambaugh waived time and 
was immediately sentenced to San 
Quentin prison, but committment 
was ordered delayed by the court. 
According to Ios Angeles police, 
he will be returned to that city to 
face several other robbery charges. 

Called to the witness stand as 
the first defense witness, Stam¬ 
baugh attempted to clear Andres, 
whose true name, according to 
Los Angeles police, is Frank Shel¬ 
ton, telling the jury of 12 women 
that he and another man known 
as Benny Case had "pulled the 
Santa Ana job” Aug. 4, 1934. 

He repudiated a former state¬ 
ment he is said to have made at 
the time of his arrest that he was 
a member of a gang made up of 
former members of the Purple 
gang of Detroit. 

Denies Threat 

In that statement he is alleged 
to have said that members of the 
new gang had taken individual 
oaths that if at any time a mem¬ 
ber was arrested and ''squealed” 
on another member in custody, the 
"squealer” would be shot.

Ethiopian Demand Says 
Rad io Station Used 
To Make Trouble 


GENEVA, Oct. 8. UP) — The 
League of Nations was informed 
today that the Ethiopian govern¬ 
ment has asked the Italian min¬ 
ister to Addis Ababa and his en¬ 
tire staff to leave Ethiopia im¬ 
mediately. 

The request for the Italian en¬ 
voy’s withdrawal was announced 
in a communication to the league 
signed by Tecle Hawariate, the 
Ethiopian delegate. The minister 
was handed his passport Thursday, 
but later declined to leave. 

As reason for the ejection of 
the minister was given an alleged 
misuse of the Italian legation's 
radio station for "the creation of 
internal disorders” in the country 
to which he is accedited. 

Misused Radio Station 

"Despite the unprecedented ag¬ 
gression on the part of Italy, of 
which Ethiopia has been a victim," 
said Hawariate’s communication, 
"and the unjust war which, with¬ 
out any declaration or justifica¬ 
tion has been imposed on it, the 
Ethiopian government has been re- j 
solved to permit the Italian min¬ 
ister and his colleagues to remain 
in Addis Ababa. 

"Whatever might have been the 
inconvenience of this decision, the 
Ethiopian government wished to 
show new proof of its loyalty, its 
sincere and pacific intention, and 
its spirit of conciliation. 

"For this authority, which with¬ 
out doubt has no precedent in the 
history of peoples, one single con¬ 
dition was made. It was that the 
Italian minister should not utilize 
the radio apparatus which he pos¬ 
sesses to create internal difficulty 
for the Ethiopian government.

GENEVA, Oct. 8.—A plan to 
give Great Britain a League of 
Nations mandate, by vote of the 
assembly, to supervise sanctions 
against Italy was discussed today 
by some league powers, represen¬ 
tatives of non-European countries 
disclosed. 

The idea behind the move was 
that Britain, supported by other 
interested powers, should take the 
leadership in the sanctions pro¬ 
gram and that Britain would be 
requested to adopt the initiative 
in accordance with developments 
in the situation. 

Instead of carrying out his orig¬ 
inal plan to request a new ses¬ 
sion of the council in order to 
present his objections, Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi of Italy sent a 
written statement to the league 
secretariat, protesting anew 
against the failure to grant a 
postponement. 

Aloisi’s protest said: “After 
the decision by which the coun¬ 
cil at its meeting yesterday de¬ 
clined to accept, the request for 
adjournment of discussion of 
the report of its committee of 
six, presentation of the Italian 
theses which motivated my re¬ 
quest for postponement is now 
purposeless.” 

"The reason given for the re¬ 
fusal of my request proves that 
the council, because of motives 
and circumstances which I re¬ 
frain from discussing, has deemed 
it useless to hear from the most 
interested party.” 

The problem of just what sanc¬ 
tions should be applied against 
Italy and how to put them into 
effect confronted the League 
council today after its dramatic 
indictment of II Duce’s govern¬ 
ment as an instigator of unjusti¬ 
fied war. 

Without waiting for the an¬ 
swer, league statesmen went 
ahead with plans to coordinate 
the complicated network of sanc¬ 
tions made compulsory by the 
council verdict. With them they 
will attempt to entangle and par¬ 
alyze the mechanism of Musso¬ 
lini's East African war machine.

STREET PLAN 
IS HELD UP 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 8. (Ah— 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, Long 
Beach, Calif., and his old age 
pension organization want $25,000 
from 10 Rochester defendants 
for “seizing and usurping" the 
Townsend plan. 

In a bill of complaint on file in 
federal district court today the 
doctor and “Old Age Revolving 
Pensions, Ltd., a California cor¬ 
poration, ask judgment in that 
amount against the New York 
State Federal Townsend Old Age 
Revolving Pension Club, Inc., 
Gienn W. Simpson, Paul R. Hoppe, 
Thomas Thurston, John A. Gra¬ 
ham, John H. Stafford, Myron E. 
Wilkes, Ezra G. Betly, Claude T. 
Taggart and Charles H. Pierson, 
all of Rochester. 

The bill charges Simpson, Town¬ 
send manager for Western New 
York, with failure to keep an 
agreement to forward club dues 
to Long Beach and buy literature 
and supplies of the national office 
only. 

The charter and applications of 
the defendant club, organized by 
Simpson, the bill says, were print¬ 
ed so as to lead persons errone¬ 
ously to believe they were join¬ 
ing the “official organization." 

The bill further charges the de¬ 
fendants with causing discontent 
in the official group and confu¬ 
sion in the New York state. The 
complaint asks they be restrained 
from using the name "Townsend" 
and from soliciting or advising 
transfer of membership from the 
parent club to the Rochester unit. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Oct 8. UP>— 
While the search for a giant air 
liner missing since Sunday morn¬ 
ing with its crew of three con¬ 
tinued today from air and land, 
the hope that it might have been 
located in Northwest Utah appar¬ 
ently faded today. 

A rancher reported that sev¬ 
eral large zinc-coated metal tanks 
had been placed in that vicinity 
by the state emergency drought 
committee for watering livestock, 
and it was believed one of these 
had been mistaken for the plane.

An army amphibian was coming 
from San Diego and another of 
the same type, chartered by the 
Standard Oil company, owner of 
the missing air liner, from San 
Francisco. 

Attracted by the offer of $1000 
reward by the oil company, hun¬ 
dreds of residents of towns around 
the southern end of Great Salt 
Lake prepared to join the hunt 
for the plane.

The city council last night in¬ 
structed City Engineer J. L Mc¬ 
Bride to complete plans for wid¬ 
ening South Main street between 
Fairview street and Delhi road; 
but that does not mean neces¬ 
sarily that the couneil will ac¬ 
cept a $23,000 federal grant, put 
$15,542 with it and actually au¬ 
thorize the work. 

Councilman Joseph P Smith 
last night said he didn’t believe 
South Main street needs widening. 
He said he didn't take much stock 
in the report that the state high¬ 
way department will do the job 
regardless of the city council, or 
that the city will lose the $23,000 
federal grant if it does not go 
ahead with the project now. 

Layton ‘Ribs' Smith 

It was suggested that if the 
grant is not accepted now, the 
state highway department might 
do the job anyway and in that 
event the city would have to pay 
a larger slice of the cost. 

"Don’t worry about that $23,- 
000," said Councilman Smith. 
“They’ve gnl $3,000,000,000 and 
haven’t been able to give It 
away yet!”

What should he the United 
States government’s next major 
step? 

It would seem to me getting 
back to the place where every j 
citizen would know that if he had ; 
a dollar to spend he would have j 
to earn it, would he almost as im- [ 
portant, as being sure that our 
government was safeguarding ev¬ 
ery avenue, and blocking every 
approach which might involve our 
country in useless warfare before 
we have paid the debts of our 
country and the rest of the world i 
involved in the last "effort" to¬ 
ward world peace 

What one thing does Santa Ana 
need most ? 

I would say Santa Ana needs 
unity in undertakings. Perhaps i 
this will come through The Jour- j 
nal. 

How ran Orange county be im- . 
proved ? 

I think Orange county would be I 
hard to improve as to climate and i 
citizenry. It is an ideal place to 
make one’s home hut it could be [ 
materially improved by the right 
kind of forward-looking publicity 
campaign, and a little less politics 
and more business acumen on the 
part of certain of the county su¬ 
pervisors and other office holders. 

One sentence interview: 

I think we are living in the 
most interesting epoch in Amer¬ 
ican history. We have all gained 
much from the recent depression. 
We all seem to be working a 
little more closely together for 
"the enrichment of life through a 
better understanding of human re¬ 
lations.” If we can just go for¬ 
ward into the period of prosperity 
which is already dawning, still 
governed hy the spirit and letter 
of constitution, the bulk of our 
people will enjoy "life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." and we 
will preserve forever “the bless¬ 
ings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity.”

HUNTINGTON BEACH —Mem¬ 
bers of the city council voted 
unanimously last night to proceed 
with plans for a $30,000 beach 
casino in spite of a refusal by the 
state board of equalization to al¬ 
low a raise in civic expenditures 
to handle the city's share of ex¬ 
pense in building the project. 
Works Progress administration 
funds have already been allowed 
for the structure, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

The state board allowed an in¬ 
crease of more than five per cent 
over last year's expenditures for 
construction of a $178,000 sewage 
disposal system, but refused to 
allow a further raise to handle the 
community's share of the casino 
building. 

Plans and specifications for the 
two projects were ordered rushed 
by the council following receipt of 
word from WPA authorities that 
they were awaiting definite word 
on both. 

The council instructed City 
Clerk C. R. Furr to write to the 
state board and ask for a recon¬ 
sideration regarding the increased 
allowance for the casino. Mayor 
T. B. Talbert pointed out that the 
matter may be decided by a vote 
of the people, and if state authori¬ 
ties refuse to allow an increase in 
expenditures, an election may be 
called. 

The council voted to engage 
George Wardwell, landscape archi¬ 
tect, to make a survey of trees in 
the city, with the idea of beauti¬ 
fying many streets. 

Councilman Warner suggested 
that Mr. Wardwell co-operate with 
the Garden club, which started a 
tree-planting campaign two years 
ago.

Fans Waited 28 Years 
For Chance To Yell; 
City Goes Wild

DETROIT, Oct. 8 . VP) Detroit 
woke up today with a terrific 
hangover—emotionally and other¬ 
wise—but it came out of the eth¬ 
er happier than ever before in 
all its baseball history, automati¬ 
cally acclaiming its first world 
champions, Mickey Cochrane's | 
Tigers. 

If heads could scarcely lift from 
Ihe pillows, bosses whispered j 
hoarsely to their stenographers, 
policemen walked around in a 
daze and street cleaners muttered 
to themselves as they carted away 
the debris, Mickey Cochrane was , 
to blame, Cochrane and the an¬ 
cient eaglebcak, Goose Goslin, his j 
particular co-p a r t n e r in the j 
slaughter of the innocents. Chica¬ 
go's young, scrappy Cubs I 

‘Goose’ Did It 

It was the beloved, bow-legged, 
Goose, nearing the end of his 
trail but still a great money play¬ 
er. who slapped a line single to 
centerfield with two out in the 
ninth Inning of yesterday's sixth 
world series game, that scored 
Cochrane from second with the 
run that beat the Cubs, 4 to 3, 
won the series four games to two, 
and loosed a celebration unequal¬ 
led in Detroit history Nothing 
like it has happened in baseball 
since Walter Johnson and the 
Washington Senators won the 
title. 

Twenty-eight years, from the 
time Detroit won its first Ameri¬ 
can league pennant in 1907, the 
baseball mad faithful in this city 
that ruined the future of the horse 
have been waiting this moment. 
Four times, from 1908 down 
through last season, when the St. 
Louis Cardinals thwarted them in 
seven games, they've hoped and 
cheered and screamed in vain. 

18,000 Cheer ‘Goose’ 

Then out to centerfield, clos¬ 
ing out one of the most thrilling 
duels of modern series history, 
boomed Goslin's $50,000 shot, and 
Detroit was on the loose From 
the throats of 48.420 people, al¬ 
most half of them in one huge 
bank in the bleachers beyond the 
left field wall, poured wave after 
wave of hysterical sound Above 
the clamor rose one soaring, thrill¬ 
ing cry: 

"Ha, Goose . . . yea, Goose!" 
People poured out on the field, 
wouldn't leave for almost an hour 
until they’d had the pleasure of 
personally chasing old handy legs 
through an exit gate Down town, 
with the flash of the victory word, 
came the start of the celebra¬ 
tion. Every automobile horn in 
Detroit, city of automobiles, 
pressed down and stayed down 
until batteries died under the eler- 
! trie drain. Every factory whistle 
tooted. 

Champions Toasted 

Into the streets went a steady 
fall of ticker tape that left the 
hotel section looking as though 
it had been hit by a blizzard. El¬ 
bows bent, songs rose high, the 
I clamor increased, and at dawn, 
roaring hotels were still mad¬ 
houses, boasting and toasting and 
revelling in Cochrane s cham- 
i pions. 

The end of this million dollar 
i battle, one of the closest, most 
I exciting in all the long history of 
world series, ended on the same 
high note of throbbing drama, of 
1 fierce argument, and bitter action 
that sang througH every one of 
the six games, three of the last 
four decided by a single run, the 
fourth by two runs 

It ended the third wealthiest 
of series with $1,118,794 taken 
in through the gate receipts and 
the radio, a new record for six 
gume series. It rewarded the 
Tigers with full shares of $ 6 ,- 
831.88 rrsch, the losers $4,382.72 
each, far surpassing any previ¬ 
ous Individual returns to the 
victors and the vanquished. 

It was the first American 
league victory since the New 
York Yankees shattered the Cubs 
in four straight games in 1932. It 
wiped out all the unpleasant mem-

$32,225.55. The cost of the cam¬ 
paign will be about $2500. This j 
is not a loss, because if each 
agenry campaigned separately it \ 
would cost much more. There are 
sometimes complaints that the 
executives are paid too much. 
This can be explained by the fact 
that highly-trained executives are 
necessary, and even so they are 
underpaid and overworked. 

"It is easily seen that the Com¬ 
munity Chest is a very beneficient 
orgamzation. It is also obvious 
that such a movement is neces¬ 
sary for the good of the com- 
munit;

Proposed Works Cost 
$47,283; City Pays 
Only Small Part 

The city council last night 
authorized signing of three Works 
Progress administration projects 
calling for park improvements, a 
storm drain on West Seventeenth 
street and the extension of sewer 
mains. The three projects have a 
total cost of $47,283. 

The projects are part of a group 
submitted to the local WPA head¬ 
quarters and approved by it. They 
were sent back for official signa¬ 
tures of sponsorship. City Engi¬ 
neer J. L. McBride was authorized 
to sign as sponsoring agent and 
City Auditor Lloyd Banks as fis¬ 
cal agent for the city. 

The park project, for which the 
WPA cost would be $16,160 and 
the city cost $5119, provides for 
installing sprinkler systems in 
Birch park and French street 
park, painting seats in Birch park 
and at the municipal bowl, tree 
surgery, removal of dead trees and 
planting of young trees. 

The sewer project calls for in¬ 
stallation of mains on West Wash¬ 
ington between Artesia and Eng¬ 
lish streets, on Hawley street be¬ 
tween Fifth and Eighth streets, 
on Eighth from English to Haw¬ 
ley street, and on Sixth street 
from the end of the present lino 
to Westward street. The WPA 
cost would be $3526 and the city 
cost $915. 

The storm drain project on 
West Seventeenth street would 
run to English street. The WPA 
cost would be $17,240 and the 
city's cost $4323. The project is 
contingent upon the county hook¬ 
ing onto the drain with a similar 
project outside the city limits to 
dispose of the storm water.

Rails Fail To Follow 
Yesterday's Advance; 
Few Stocks Gain 


LOS ANGELES. Oct. 8. «*) - 
Business activity in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia receded slightly during Sep¬ 
tember with preliminary figures 
placing the index at 78.0 as com¬ 
pared with the 1935 high of 79.1 
in August, the research depart¬ 
ment of the Security-First Na¬ 
tional bank announced today. 

The monthly business summary 
of Southern California depicts the 
petroleum industry as the weak 
spot in the financial set-up and 
cites the instability of gasoline 
prices as authority. It adds, how¬ 
ever. that the present instability 
promises to be only temporary. 

“Retail trade proved a bright 
spot,” the report states, “with 
averages considerably better 
than August and touching new 
high levels in some instances.” 

“Building remained about un¬ 
changed from lest month; bank 
debits declined sharply throughout 
the area, and agricultural opera¬ 
tions progressed satisfactorily. 

Measured by the bank's index, 
the recovery of the past two years 
has carried Southern California 
business activity half way back 
to the 1930 level and over one- 
third of the way to the 1929 
peak. 

The report continues that prog¬ 
ress has been pronounced in the 
agriculture industry where sub¬ 
stantial gains in prices coupled 
with good crops have materially 
enhanced the farmer's purrhasing 
power. The motion picture indus¬ 
try is now very active and the 
manufacture of airplanes and 
motors is assuming increasing im¬ 
portance. 

Other lines showing improve¬ 
ment are the building trades, 
which have the farthest to go to 
reach pre-depression levels, the 
drilling and oil well implement 
trades, and the tourist trade 
which has been notable during 
the past season, the summary 
continued.

The drastic change in philosophy ! 
began in 1933, said Mr. Chaney, j 
and has been carried out in the I 
1935 bank act. In the preceding ; 
50 years banks extended credit, 
acting as community developers, 
but this load is being taken from 
their shoulders, he said, as the 
government inaugurates finance 
agencies such as the Federal Farm 
Mortgage corporation, Federal 
Land bank, and Home Owners' 
Loan corporation. These agencies, 
he explained, provide lower inter¬ 
est rates than banks can offer. 
Another agency, functioning for 
industry, is the Reconstruction Fi¬ 
nance corporation. 

Revamps Federal System 
The depository function of banks 
is recognized in the 1935 bank act 
through provisions for guarantee¬ 
ing deposits, he explained. Fur¬ 
thermore, title two of the act re¬ 
vamps the federal reserve system. 
Credit formerly was expanded or 
contracted by individual banks as 
conditions warranted, hut in the 
future it is to be expanded or 
contracted by a centra! authority 
under the federal reserve system, 
said Mr. Chaney. 

The new philosophy, he ex¬ 
plained, is that credit is a fiinr- 
lion of government and not of 
hanks. Another development in 
the eredit field Is the Federal 
Credit union, in which employes 
cooperate in savings plans whieh 
provide them also with tin* priv¬ 
ileges of getting unsecured |>er- 
snnal loans. This system, Mr. 
Chaney said, may largely rc- 
I place similar service formerly 
i rendered by hanks. 

He declined to comment on the 
soundness of the new hanking phil¬ 
osophy, but said he thought it im¬ 
portant that the people know the 
facts regarding it. 

Yesterday’s program was pre¬ 
sided over by W. B Williams, 
cashier of the First National hank, 
who was introduced by W. H. 
Sp' rgeon, president of the cham¬ 
ber of commerce. 

Bank Is Satisfied 
J. P. Baumgartner, president of 
the Commercial National bank, 
opened the program, answering a 
series of questions suggested by a 
chamber of commerce letter. In 
regard to a clearing house for 
banks in Santa Ana Mr. Baum¬ 
gartner said it is purely a matter 
of internal economy for the banks 
and that in his opinion Santa Ana 
is not large enough to need such 
an institution. The banks, he said, 
are very well satisfied under their 
present working arrangement. 

The Commercial National bank, 
he said, has experienced an in¬ 
crease in deposits amounting to 
$430,569 during the year ending 
last June 29. On Sept. 10 cash 
and liquid assets in the bank 
amounted to $359,544. Deposits 
on June 30, 1934 were $737,626 
and on June 29. 1935, the total 
was $1,168,195. The latter figure, 
said Mr. Baumgartner, represents 
only the commercial and individ¬ 
ual deposits. 

Loans have increased in the 
same period from $436,447 to 
$669,584, a gain of $233,137. The

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TWO THOUSAND YEARS 

S LOWLY but certainly Italy is being given to under¬ 
stand that she has offended the world in her invasion 
of the kingdom of Ethiopia. Yesterday’s action of the 
council of the League of Nations should leave no doubt of 
the sentiment of member nations and President Roose¬ 
velt’s unprecedented action in warning Americans off bel¬ 
ligerent ships—in this case Italy's—should be ample proof 
of the way this country feels about it. The league council 
p ound Italy guilty of starting an unprovoked war. 

In addition to both these pronouncements Great Brit¬ 
ain and France have entered into an agreement to act in 
accord with respect to the Mediterranean. France agrees 
to cooperate with the British in case the latter is attacked 
while carrying out orders of the League of Nations. Great 
Britain has moved about 100 warships into the Mediter¬ 
ranean. patrolling the area of approach to the Suez canal. 

In case the league calls for military punishment of Italy, 
the ships probably would be part of the league military 
force. 

The reign of terror which Mussolini is now conduct¬ 
ing in Ethiopia is on a par with the Japanese air demon¬ 
stration over Chinese cities some time ago. II duce hopes 
to terrify Ethiopia and show the rest of the world some¬ 
thing of his formidable preparation for war. Unfortu¬ 
nately for him his bluff has been called. 

* * • 

N EARLY two thousand years ago an invisible choir, 
winging it’s way above the hills of Palestine, sang 
the song of peace on earth, good will to men. Today, not 
so far from that scene of heavenly benediction, a harvest 
of death is in progress, representing the antithesis of the 
message brought by the angels, who proclaimed to the 
world the coming of the Prince of Peace. 

Since that time mankind has displayed the most bru¬ 
tal savagery, and in this day of what we refer to as the 
highest state of civilization the world has ever known, 
implements of destruction of the most horrifying ruthless¬ 
ness have been developed to destroy an antagonist. It is 
a far cry from the message of peace, and the beating of 

swords into plowshares. 

# # • 

W HAT Japan did in Manchuria, is being repeated in 
Ethiopia. Greed was the motive in Manchuria, re¬ 
venge and greed the combined motive in Ethiopia. It is 
the primitive against the modern, and both instances 
might be pointed to as glaring examples of unprepared¬ 
ness. Ethiopia appears to be largely placing its faith in 
God, as against Italy’s material sufficiency. Maybe the 
legend of the walls of Jericho falling down after being 
encompassed seven days, is the faith of the Ethiopians. 

But the record of history since the days when vic¬ 
tories were won by the intervention of God, appear to be 
on the side of the army which had the largest bank ac¬ 
count, and a superior fighting force. Granting all that, 
there is still an abiding faith that should the Diety decide 
He wants a place in the conflict, the army which has His 
support has the advantage, irrespective of material equip¬ 
ment.

I T SEEMS like it is another case of the children crying 
in the wilderness. Ethiopia probably comes as near 
being typical of old testament times as any nation. Its 
geneology goes back to the tribe of Judah. If the same 
faith continues it is understandable why Selassie sends 
his army forth in the strength of the Lord. 

In the final analysis the question naturally arises 
how far has the human race drifted away from the peace¬ 
ful sacrifice on Calvary? If the gates of hell are not to 
prevail against the impregnable promise of the survival 
of the church, there does seem to come a time in the 
human equation when faith wavers for the moment, but 
revives again with an increasing confidence that God is 
still in His heaven, but that governments are still placing 
"heir faith in their own ingenuity—and ignorance. 

About all that’s left for the white race is to de¬ 
cide that prize-fighting is a lotc and primitive busi¬ 
ness. And it’s a little late for that. 

PREVENTING CRIME 

A LL OVER the West, prison and institution popula¬ 
tions are rising much faster than general populations. 
Over-crowding is the result. And this over-crowding, 
which is an evil in itself, is responsible for two more 
evils—prison riots and a tendency on the part of parole 
boards to release convicts who should be kept behind the 
bars. 

With the institutional population rapidly increasing, 
a crisis of no mean proportions is in sight. 

Californians have already taken the stand that they 
will not pay for the construction of more prisons and men¬ 
tal hospitals. They voted “no” on a bond issue for the 
purpose several months ago. 

But like it or not, our growing crime and insanity 
rates form a problem that must be faced. 

And like it or not, it is our duty to be actively 
engaged in crime prevention. It is an obligation we can¬ 
not escape, if we have any pride at all in good citizenship. 

This week we are raising a fund for the various in¬ 
stitutions supported by the Community Chest in Santa 
Ana. They are crime-preventing agencies, every one. If 
your boy or your neighbor’s boy can be saved by the Y. 

M. C. A. from the path of temptation, the largest gift you 
can make to its support, is little enough. The same is true 
of the Salvation Army, the Ruth Home, the Y. W. C. A., 
the Girl Scouts, the Boy Scouts and the Veterans Welfare. 

If you are looking at it strictly from the standpoint 
of good business, it is far cheaper to prevent crime than 
L to penalize those who commit it.
